EUROPEAN FLAXSEED CONDITIONS 


In these columns last week the situa- 
tion in domestic flaxseed markets was 
discussed and, by comparing probable 
requirements with the visible and esti- 
mated supplies of seed, the conclusion 
Was drawn that this continent was in 
possession of sufficient seed to satisfy 
consuming needs. However, as the 
level of prices ulitmately must be ad- 
justed in accordance with the relation- 
ship between world’s production and 
world’s consumption, a glance into the 
foreign situation will be of inte-es.. 
When, by the tariff law of last year, 
the duty on linseed oil imported into 
the United States was reduced to ton 
cents a gallon, a closer connection was 
generated between European and 
American markets, and since then the 
latter have been more sensitive to 
changes in the former.

The work on tares issued by the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion has for many years been recog- 
nized as a standard for commercial 
guidance not only throughout this 
country but in Europe, having been 
established on the soundest and most 
comprehensive conditions with which 
members of the local drug and allied 
trades had been familiar in their do- 
mestic and foreign relations. The lat- 
est revision of “Official Tares’’ became 
operative On February 15, 1910 and 
carried in its second clause what is 
generally Known as the “ten-cent rule.” 
The provisions for basing sales of the 
cheaper crude drugs in car lots or 
original packages as prepared at pri-

One of the leading drugs subject to 
the rule is cascara sagrada, which is 
traded in on a large scale, and often 
the occasion of quick turn-over sales, 
in which the reckoning of a tare al- 
lowance, averaging about three per 
cent., would be a serious handicap 
and complication in this State. This 
drug may be mentioned as an_ in- 
stance of how the New York dealer 
could be put to disadvantage in com- 
peting for business in the State, 
against a prospective seller of Penn- 
sylvania. Cascara is usually sold on 
a close margin, say three per cent., 
and while the Pennsylvania seller 
could quote on a three per cent. profit 
basis, gross for net weight, the New 
York dealer, basing his calculation on 
the possible allowance of three per 
cent. tare to the buyer under the 
Brooks act, could scarcely be expected 
to meet his competitor at a six per 
cent. margin. While no questions are 
believed to have been raised far 
over any observances of the “‘ten-cent 
rule” since the adoption of the Brooks 
law, dealers are keen to have the 
situation clarified and a basis for 
tangible trade consideration estab- 
lished with all possible expediency.

STANDARDS FOR NAVAL STORES 


The proposal to establish interstate 
commerce in naval stores on a basis of 
Federal standardization and authority, 
as noted in last week's Washington 
correspondence of the Reporter, has at- 
tracted widespread attention through- 
out the industry and, as viewed by the 
members with whom the Reporter has 
been in touch, the movement com- 
mands favorable recognition and is 
destined to promote the best interests 
«’ the industry. The work of carrying 
out the plans and purposes of the 
movement, as outlined in our previous 
issue, has been delegated to a commit- 
tee representing producers, factors, 
primary buyers, consumers and naval 
stores inspectors, apparently compris- 
ing every practical phase of the indus- 
try. Legislation embodying the fun- 
damental features, such as uniformity 
in grading, weighing, gauging, quality 
and trading methods, is naturally the 
most effective medium through which 
the best results are to be realized, but 
before any measure can be prepared 
for reasonable consideration the com- 
mittee is confronted with the prepara- 
tion of such a detailed and comprehen- 
sive foundation as to insure harmoni- 
ous relationship between the different 
interests, and to encourage the most 
cordial spirit of support and co-opera- 
tion in the fulfillment of such legisla- 
tion as may be adopted. 

There can be no question that the 
methods now in effect for reducing 
trading in naval stores to a basis that 
might be capable of specific and tan- 
gible association between the various 
operators have been more or less crude 
and indeterminate, and frequently, so 
far as consumers were concerned, it 
has been a case of Hobson’s choice. In 
the formal statement representing the 
views of producers and dealers at the 
Washington conference for the pro- 
posed regulation of the industry, it will 
be noted that particular attention is 
given to the subject of rosins and this 
is explained by the fact the present 
system of grading rosins is especially 
loose and open to such easy practices 
of substitution and tampering that the 
consumer might find his purchase far 
from his reckoning and purpose. 
Branding or cutting in the barrel the 
specific designation the rosin is ex- 
pected to bear when it reaches the 
ultimate buyer has been recommended 
as the most dependable method to su- 
persede the present plan of marking, 
by which an I grade can readily be 
raised to K, or an E standard easily 
changed to F. Color and freedom from 
dirt and foreign matter are the only 
practical tests upon which the grading 

of rosins is to be determined. The 
color basis, it would seem, should be 
settled most satisfactorily by the adop- 


so 
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tion by color glasses conforming as 
nearly as possible to the existing types 
as well as to the long-established trade 
customs, but insuring a reasonable 
safeguard against the irregularity and 
insecurity prevalent under the prac- 
tices now in effect. The determination 
of a basis of cleanliness is apparently 
within practical reach and a sugges- 
tion has been made in the local trade 
that any default from a recognized 
standard of cleanliness could be penal- 
ized by a lowering of the product’s 
general grading standard. 
Supplementing the report of the con- 
ference between the officials of the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
representatives of the naval stores in- 
dustry, as published in last week’s is- 
sue of the Reporter, our Washington 
correspondent gives further details of 
the proposed’ standiardization and 
legislation which appears in the cur- 
rent number. First reference will be 
to the present and suggested types 
for rosin. Ten grades are chosen as 
a basis for showing the average color 
intensity according to long established 
trade custom. From these types have 
been evolved proposed color gradings 
for standard recognition, which pre- 
sent no material variances from the 
general average of present tests, but 
have the advantage of specific and 
tangible determination. An objection 
has been raised to the adoption of 
glass colors as an official basis for 
grading rosins as involving an outlay 
of $75 per set, which expense might 
be burdensome to the small producers. 
So far as establishing a standard for 
turpentine is concerned, the color test 
seems to have been under con- 
as the means of working 
out a tentative basis. The Bureau of 
Chemistry has taken the 1914 types 
of the Savannah and New York mar- 
kets, showing a wide latitude in the 
different specifications, New York 
representing the higher standard. The 
proposed official basis is more or less 
of a compromise between the two 
market types, and as affecting the 
color question is seemingly within rea- 
sonable and practical limits of uni- 
formity at minimum specifications of 
150 millimeters for “white,” 50 mili- 
meters for standard, 25 millimeters for 
“one shade’ and 15 milimeters for 
“two shades.” There will be urged 
on behalf of some of the trade inter- 
ests that the standardization of tur- 
pentine be based on other than mere 
color test so as to establish a higher 
recognition of merit and fulfillment of 
consuming requirements. Petroleum 
distillates have been chiefly employed 
as adulterants of turpentine in the 
various distributing centers, and it is 
claimed that the color standard alone 
would be inadequate to check this 
evil. Specific gravity, distillation and 
polymerization tests have been sug- 
gested as additional means of safe- 
guarding the interests of buyers in 
general and of consumers in particular, 
A number of the States have adopted 
laws against the adulteration of tur- 
pentine without fixing any established 
basis upon which purity is to be de- 
termined. The Navy Department spec- 
ifications afford probably the most 
stringent standard. As amended De- 
cember 24, 1912, it imposes in addition 
to the general characteristics, the re- 
quirements of specific gravity, re- 
fractive index, boiling point, distilla- 
tion, polymerization and color tests. 
The establishment of standards for 
naval stores is a subject with which 
the Department of Agriculture is well

qualified to cope, supported by the 
practical assistance of trade repre- 
sentation, but there are questions of 


particular trade significance, such as 
weights, tares, ete., for the considera- 
tion and solution of which there has 
been suggested the organization of a 


national naval stores association to 
include producers, factors, primary 
buyers, exporters and consumers. The 


advantages of regulating the produc- 
tion and marketing of naval stores 
redound positively to consuming in- 
terests and it is urged that they should 
have a larger representation on the 
committee empowered with the plans 
for the proposed legislation. We be- 
lieve that the subject is one to com- 
mand the early attention and consider- 
ation of the various paint, oil and 
varnish clubs of the country.

The 
other independents, it is expected, will 
hack the Van Tilburg people in the 
fight. The independents claim that the

Failures in the Chemical, Drug, 


Paint and Oil Trades. 


During the month of February there 
were five failures among manufacturers 
of drugs and chemicals and seven among 
manufacturers of paints and oils. The 
liabilities of the former amounted to $16,- 





800, and the latter $60,800 For the same 
period in 1913 there were seven failures in 
the former classification and two failures 
n the latter. The liabilities of the former 
were $68,100, and of the latter $14,103, 


Among the wholesale dealers in chem- 
ieals and drugs the failures numbered 
forty, compared with thirty-four for the 





corresponding period a year ago, and 
among the wholesale dealers in paints 
and oils there were eight failures in 1914 








and eight failures in 1913. The amounts ‘n- 
volved in the former were $485,671 for 1914 
ind $111.387 for 1913, and in the latter $77 
) in 1914 and $87,300 in 1913 

It is interesting to note that the total 
commercial failures for February were 
1.5% and for the corresponding neriod of 
the previous year 1,454. The liabilities jn- 
volved in these failures amounted to $22, 
304,193, compared with $28,141,258 for the 
rresponding time a year ago. 
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Pittsburgh Paint Jobbers’ Meeting. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
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Mr. Howard took up the details of 
operation as to the cost of gasoline and 
Suggested the use of certain anti-skid 
devices. He also took up the matter of 
wages to drivers, and declared he did not 
believe in the bonus system. He said he 
knew of only a few cases in Pittsburgh 
where the bonus system was used, and 
those, he said, were in the majority un- 
successful. He also said he favored the 
development of a company’s own men 
for driving trucks instead of the employ- 
ment of a mechanician. 


It is not necessary that the man who 
drives a motor truck be an expect me- 
chanic. Any man with common intelli- 
gence and ordinary common sense can be 
taught the proper care of his machine in 
a short time. It is sometimes injurious to 
employ a mechanic. I know of one case in 
Pittsburgh where this was true. We sold 
a truck to a company and it employed 
a mechanic to run it. He had not taken 
the truck five blocks when he was down 
tinkering to change some part of the 
equipment which our men in the factories 
had spent years in experiments and tests 
to perfect. Then those men try to fix 
things and do it improperly when the re- 
pair should be made in the service sta- 
tion of the company from which the ma- 
chine was bought. 

There are many, many points in which 
the truck is superior to the horse aside 
from the everlasting fact that the motor 
driven vehicle will do many times more 
work in less time and for less money than 
is possible for the horse.

There was a decrease in the stocks 
at Duluth, but the reduction was partly 
inade up by a gain at Minneapolis. 





Some crushers claim to be pretty well 
supplied with seed, and assert that they 
will need only small amounts to carry 
them through the year, but the more 
conservative people advance the opinion 
that the amount of flaxseed absorbed by 
American interests is only normal.

Reports from West- 
ern oil centers show a poor trading in 
oil and indications are that less oil 
will be sold for spring consumption 
than was the case a year ago.

Camphor Trees for Philippines. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, March 13, 1914. 
Advices have been received at the 
Commerce Department from Hong Kong 
that the Bureau of Forestry of the 
Philippine Government, after about two 
years of preliminary experiment, is pre- 
paring to start practical work all over 
the Philippines in planting camphor 
trees. The Bureau of Education is as-

sisting in the work by proper instruc- 
tion in local schools. The provincial 
board of the Province of Ilocos Notre 
has made special arrangements to push 
the planting of camphor trees in every 
municipality of that province, which is 
thought to be particularly favorable in 
climate to camphor production. The 
Province of Ilocos Sud is joining in the 
work in a similar way. There is abun- 
dant land in various portions of the 
achipelago suitable for the growth of 
camphor trees and not suitable to crop 
cultivation.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Pittsburgh, Pa., March 12, 1914. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Knteucky, Southeastern Ohio, Central 
and Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Iillinois, 
for the week shows one of the heaviest slumps 
in finished work for any period for months. 
This is the dull season of the year for devel- 
opment work and many drilling wells are shut 
down awaiting better weather. Another cause 
for the shutting down of drilling wells is the 
searcity of natural gas for fuel for the oil 
country boilers, as the gas companies that 
have been supplying the fuel are taking care 
of the people in the towns and cities in which 
they supply the product for fuel and light. The 
companies handling natural gas are more care- 
ful with the supply than ever before, and they 
find that the conservation of the gas means 
their future. 

None of the high-grade fields shows any real 
activity and .work will hardly be resumed in 
an active way for several weeks yet, but when 
the work does start it will show greater activ- 
ity than at any other period of the industry, 
as every outlying strip of territory will be 
most thoroughly tested before given up as 
worthless and leases are being sought after far 
in advance of production. Leasers do not stop 
at the southern border of Kentucky, but are 
going right south through Tennessee as far 
as Florida, where some work will soon be 
started and on the way Alabama and Georgia 
were not overlooked, as considerable gas has 
already been developed in Alabama, and there 
are chances for the opening of some fair oil 
pools in close proximity to the gas fields of 
that State. 

As far as the old fields of Southern New 
York and Pennsylvania are concerned about 
the only spots to drill are in the old defined 
territory that has been drilled over and 
over again since the first development on Oil 
Creek, outside of a few spots that were tested 
years ago. These spots that were failures 
many years ago have been leased up and will 
be given more test work in hopes of finding 
small wells if nothing better. West Virginia 
is only partially drilled over and still has room 
for many productive pools, especially in the 
western and southwestern portion of the State, 
where but little test work has been done as 
yet, but will be tested the coming summer. Old 
Virginia is in line for a few tests, as nothing 
has been found in that State yet, and then 
there are the Carolinas, that have never been 
given more than a few tests, so that there is 
still an abundance of territory yet in the East 
to go over. There is a wide scope of territory 
in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and other 
Eastern States that are liable to contain oil 
in commercial quantities, but nothing will be 
known until the drill gives them a trial. 

Kentucky and Tennessee are likely States for 
renewed activity the coming summer, as thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres are held under 
lease for oil and gas purposes in both States 
and it will be up to the leaseholders to do some 
test work, pay rentals or return leases to the 
land owners. 

Southeastern Ohio does not look very inviting 
at this time on account of the many wells al- 
ready drilled over the territory, but the bright 
spot in the Buckeye State is the Central Ohio 
regions where an abundance of both oil and 
gas is being found, but is a little too expensive 
for the small companies with light capital, and 
the work is left to the large concerns. There 
is some chance to extend the Lima field of 
Northwestern Ohio southward toward the Ohio 
River, while Indiana holds enough territory un- 
drilled to keep the drill busy for years to come, 
as all the territory south of Indianapolis is 
still open for test work, to say nothing about 
the old fields that are only partially drilled 
over. The Sullivan field, the active spot in the 
Indiana territory, is keeping up its end in an 
active manner and the results are all that 
could be asked for, 

It is evident that Illinois has about seen its 
day, as the chances look slim for the finding 
of any large pools at any point in the State, 
as so much test work has been scattered over 
the vast territory without results. The Illinois 
field has been one of the best money-making 
pronositions in the oil country and the State 
still can show a daily production of close to 
75,000 barrels. The many pay sands encoun- 
tered in the deep sand flelds of the State are 
what makes the territory so valuable, and 
many wells can be drilled On a small acreage 
on that account. The shallow sand field is 
being redrilled, as a deeper pay has been found, 
and this makes room for thousands of wells. 
The second pay is not as prolific as the first 
sand, but it pays to drill for the small wells. 


Pennsylvania Fields. 


completions in the Pennsylvania fields 
are very light pumpers at their best. In the 
old Carson pool, in Beaver county, Andrews & 
Co.’s No. 6 on their Fee tract did ten barrels, 
In the Cows Run district, same county, Volker 
jrothers’ No. 2 Barto tract is a small gas 
well, 

In Greene county, in the Bristow district, 
the Sheridan Oil and Gas Company’s No. 4 
Headley tract makes a bad showing in the Gor- 
don sand, and looks very much as though it 
would prove a failure. 

In Washington county the Monarch Oil Com- 
pany’s wildcat well on the Kelso tract drilled 
in dry.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., March 12, 1914. 

The dull season is now on in the Illinois 
petroleum fields, and but little progress will 
be made by the drill for several weeks. The 
dull time tomes with the muddy roads, when 
oil men are unable to move the rig material 
and heavy drilling tools and machinery from 
the supply houses to the different leases. 

The slow down of the drill for a few weeks 
will only spur them on in a more active way 
as soon as the weather will permit, for the 
year is destined to be among the most profit- 
able and active known in the field. Not as 
many wells will be drilled as during the earlier 
days of the field, but the price of crude is such 
that better profits are derived from the devel- 
opment work. 

The coming summer will no doubt see the 
drilling up of all available locations in some 
of the outside pools like the Sandoval, Carlyle 
and Wabash county pools, where the drill has 
defined the territory, there being a few inside 
locations yet to drill. This is not the case in 
the older fields, as there is still room for the 
drilling of thousands of wells, especially in the 
deep sand fields in Lawrence county, where 
so many sands are found and where half a 
dozen wells can be drilled upon an acre with- 
out one well producing from anything more 
than one pay sand. The pays run from a shal- 
low depth of 400 freet as low down as close 
to 2,000 feet, and there are fourteen pay sands 
found within that depth, which makes the field 
the most prominent one in the country and 
more like the California field than any other. 

Many wildcat wells will be drilled im other 
parts of the State, especially in the southern 
half of the State, where all attempts so far 
have proven failures. There are a number of 
wells drilling on town lots at Robinson and 
some pretty fair wells are being found, pro- 
ducing from ten to 100 barrels. The oil is 
found at about 1,000 feet. 

In Lawrence county some good wells have 
been found, but there are but few in the select 
list. The Ohio Oil Company, the largest pro- 
ducing company in the Illinois territory, struck 
a 300-barrel producer on the Ryan tract, a 
100-barrel well on the Meager tract and one 
good for 125 barrels on the Buchannan tract. 
A new well on the same tract did close to 300 
barrels. No. 11 Gillespie tract did 100 barrels

Better weather is promised, and as soon as 
spring arrives there will be a wild rush of the 


drill in all quarters. The outlook is that there 
will be a searcity of drillers and tool-dressers, 
as many have gone to the mid-continent fields 
for the winter season, where much wildcat 
work is being done and larger wages are paid 
for that kind of work. Warm weather will 
bring many of them back to the old field, for, 
while the wages dre a trifle smaller than in 
the Western fields, the living expenses are 
far greater in the fields west of the Mississippi 
River, and more money can be saved in the old 
fields in that manner. It is estimated that at 
the present time there are locations within 
defined limits in the Northwestern Ohio field 
for 10,000 additional wells. This does not mean 
large gusher wells, but small average wells 
that pay out nicely, with some good prolific 
territory yet undrilled. Chances are very fa- 
vorable for extending the old fields to the 
south, and between the Ohio and Indiana fields 
remnaing a large strip of undrilled land that 
w:ll produce small pumping wells of the five- 
barrel variety. The south end of the field 
looks better for larger wells, and it is in that 
particular direction that the oil trade is 
paying the most of its attention at this time. 

The Indiana country is an unknown quantity 
and there is an abundance of very good terri- 
tory still undrilled in the old fields, but the 
scarcity of gas for fuel is a hamper on active 
work. Better producing wells can be found in 
the old Indiana territory than in the Ohio 
end, but the gas shortage is the drawback, as 
the pay sand has no real pressure. The south- 
ern half of the State is the place that work 
should be done the coming summer, but now 
the Sullivan field has the call upon all others.

GALICIAN PETROLEUM REPORT. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Conditions governing the crude oil market 
remained without appreciable change, although 
prices had a rather downward tendency. From 
8.50 to 8.60 kronen per 100 kilos at the begin- 
ning of December prices gradually dropped to 
8 kronen toward the end of that month. 

The total production of Boryslaw-Tustanowice 
for December last amounted to 71,560 tons, of 
which Boryslaw was credited with 18,140 tons 
and Tustanowice with 53,420. The output of 
Boryslaw-Tustanowice for the year 1913 
amounted to 692,150 tons for Tustanowice, be- 
ing 166,000 tons less as compared with 1912, 
and to about 207,620 tons for Boryslaw, an in- 
crease of 37,000 tons. The other fields produced 
about 190,000 tons, an increase of 22,000 tons, 
forming together about 1,090,000 metric tons 
for the total production in Galicia for 1913.

Reports from the fields indicate a good 
number of completions, also some new pro- 
duction. 


The well ‘‘Oil Star’’ at Boryslaw came in on 
December 17 at a depth of 1,305 meters, cased 
with six-inch casing, flowing at the rate of 
yeventy-five tons a day. This well has already 


given about thirty-five tons a day, a month 
ago, but it was drilled deeper, as it was gen- 
erally admitted that larger quantities of oil 


must be found in a depth beyond 1,300 meters, 
and, in fact, when, on December 17, the well 
was drilled one meter deeper, the large output 
was obtained by bailing. 

Another well is being drilled on the same 
land by the firm Ing. O. Smreker, of Mann- 
heim, and has reached a depth of 650 meters. 

The Carpatian Petroleum Company's well 
Dlugosz II, at Tustanowice was brought in 
on December 23 at a depth of 1,186 meters, 
flowing at the rate of about twenty tons a 
day. The output of the well Elizabeth, re- 
cently completed, is giving about 120 tons a 
day.

TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS.

Palm Oil as Basis for Oleomargarine 
Coloring. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, March 13, 1914. 
Some comments upon the possibilities of 
securing colored ofl for oleomargarine are 
sent to the Commerce Department by 
Commercial Agent Edwin W. Thompson. 
Mr. Thompson’s report on this subject is 
as follows:— 











All consumers of oleomargarine prefer it col- 
ored, but in the United States, on account of 
the present tax of 10 cents a pound on colored 
goods, most of it is sold uncolored. Oleomar- 
garine composed of natural materials with an 
inherent color is not subject to this 10-cent 
tax, hence manufacturers seek the yellowest 
attainable oleo oil and other ingredients. Palm 
oil, made from the fleshy portion of the fruit 
of the West African palm, Elaeis quineensis, 
has a deep pink color, and if perfectly edible 
would no doubt be a most acceptable raw ma- 
terial. Until recently palm oil has been made 
entirely by natives in the most primitive and 
uncleanly manner, so that it contained con- 
iderable free fatty acids and had a disagree- 
able taste It is exported and used entirely 
for soap and other technical purposes 4 
Modern machinery has recently been installed 
in West Africa for expressing edible palm oil 
on the spot, the kernels being exported to Eu- 
rope as heretofore. This new oil, while ac- 
ceptable to the churners of Europe, will not 
have the same attraction for them ag for 
American oleomargarine manufacturers, “be- 
cause their laws do not generally prevent ar- 
titicial coloring, and in most cases they ac- 
tually prefer colorless materials as not in- 
fluencing the shades of their uniform artificial 
coloring matter. However, this vegetable fat 
might be worth consideration by American 
manufacturers, especially as it has a higher 
melting point—75 to 100 degrees F., accord- 
ing to origin and method of extraction-—and 
could therefore displace an equal amount of 
oleo ofl. The new edible palm oil will soon 
be on the Liverpool market.

Further concessions made in prices 


for numerous commodities have en- 
couraged buying operations in several 
parts of the drug market within the 


week and noteworthy improvement has 
been reported in the purchasing move- 


ment in articles intended for summer 
consumption, of which wholesalers 
usually lay in supplies at the outset 
of the spring season. The recent solu- 
tion of tariff problems by the United 
States Treasury Department in a man- 
ner favorable to the crude drug im- 
porters has likewise stimulated busi- 


ness in some directions, and a greatly 
increasing volume of trade is looked 
for within the near future as a sequel 
to the growing acquaintance with and 
intimate knowledge of all branches of 
the industry with the provisions of the 
new tariff law. 

Many handlers of fir balsams, both 
Canadian and Oregon varieties, are 
now advocating a change in the meth- 
of dealing in this article from the 
present barrel basis, whereby the 
prices asked and paid for it are made 


od 


on a gallon of eight liquid pounds, to 
a basis of a pound, because of a fre- 
quent variance in the weight of the 


commodity, due to changes in tempera- 
tures, of a quarter to three-eighths of 
a pound to the gallon. 

Numerous crude drug dealers in New 
York city are also interested in a pro- 
posal recently made by one of their 
number to continue the custom of buy- 
ing and selling goods valued at 10 
cents and less than 10 cents a pound 
under the terms of the so-called ‘10- 
cent rule,” whereby the articles are 
dealt in on a gross for net weight basis, 
although the New York State weights 


and measures law now demands that 
such transactions be conducted on a 
strictly net weight basis, or with de- 


ductions in payment therefor for actual 
or average tare, because of the omis- 
sion from the regulations supplement- 
ing the State law of the “10-cent rule.” 
As it is frequently impossible to com- 
pute an average tare for these articles 
and as deduction by the buyer of the 
actual tare would cause a loss of all 
profit on sales by merchants who made 
their selling prices on a gross for net 
weight basis, the New York dealers in 
crude drugs valued at 10 cents and less 
per pound feel that they would be at a 
distinct disadvantage with dealers in 
other States when selling to buyers in 
this State if they observe the present 
State weights and measures law on 
this subject, as they would either have 
to make their selling prices on a strict- 
ly net weight basis and thereby quote 
much higher prices to New York State 
buyers than handlers in other States 
or permit New York State buyers to 
deduct the average or actual tare in 
making payment for such goods sold 
to them by dealers in this State and 
thereby lose all profit on the transac- 


tion. Furthermore, the New York deal- 
ers maintain that it is not always 


possible to learn whether the buyer is 
a resident of New York State, when 
the sale is made through a broker, who 
is loath to disclose the name and loca- 
tion of his principal, and, yet, failure 
to observe the law’s' provisions for 
sales on a strictly net weight basis, 
even in such an instance of ignorant 
violation, would subject them to just 
as severe penalties as intentional vio- 
lation. Until the State Superintendent 
of Weights and Measures makes some 
more favorable interpretation of the 
law than now appears possible or until 
the law is amended so as to permit 
continued observance of the terms of 
the ‘“10-cent rule’ in transactions of 
this kind, the New York handlers of 
goods valued at 10 cents and less per 
pound are uncertain as to how to con- 
duct business in these commodities in 
this State, but are inclined to the belief 
that they will not be punished or inter- 
fered with seriously if they continue to 
observe the trade custom set forth in 
the “10-cent’ rule, although the latter 
is apparently superseded by the State 
weights and measures law. 

Chief among the additional conces- 
sions in prices which have been made 


within the week have been those in 
quotations for codliver oil, menthol, 
bergamot, lemon, orange, and erigeron 


oils and in celery, caraway, parsley, 
sabadilla and strophanthus seeds. Re- 
ductions in prices have also been made 


in Spanish ergot, nitrate of silver, 
dynamite. glycerine, clover tops, Va- 
lencia saffron flowers, short buchu 
leaves, orris root, high dried rhubarb 
root and Hungarian paprika. On tne 
other hand, higher prices have been 
named for ether for anaesthesia, pep- 


permint oil in bottles, cascarilla quills, 
soap bark, sloe berries, red rose leaves, 
Alexandria senna  siftings, Russian 
anise seed, Banda mace and Japan 
wax.

cent further within the near future, 
though nominally quoting 19%c. in 
several instances. A majority of the 
domestic makers of th chemically pure 
grade continue to hold out for 20\4c. 
for the C. P. description in drums and 
barrels, but, as one large refining in- 
terest in the Central West is still offer- 
ing its output of this variety at 20c., 
most of the other makers are likewise 
being compelled to accept that figure 
on the greater part of the business 
which they are receiving. A weaker 
undertone also prevails for the soaplye 
and saponification grades in the do- 
mestic markets, and quotations for 
these varieties here are now 134%@l14c. 
and 16@16%4c. naked, respectively, but 
in the foreign markets considerable 
strength is still manifested for these 
descriptions.

The local market has been subjected 
to no particular features during the 
week, and while the firmer tendency of 
Calcutta has encouraged a better sen- 
timent among dealers there was no re- 
flection upon general quotations. For 
T. N. l6c. in bags and 16%c. in cases 
are apparently well maintained, and 
bleached prices continue on the basis 
of 16@17c. for commercial and 21@22c. 
for bone dry. Dealers are practically 
agreed as to the good volume of cur 
rent business, but trouble has been ex- 
perienced in some quarters over the 
supply of coal for the plants. A good 
part of the 350 packages of seedlac on 
the Kathlamba has _ been_ reported 
soaked by water in the vessel’s hold, 
but none of the regular shellac is be- 
lieved to have been affected. 








The London Commercial Record pub- 
lished the following in its issue of 
March 27:— 


A special general 
Shellac Trade 


meeting of the London 

Association was convened at the 
close of last week whereat a resolution was 
earried, that, in future all shellac bought for 
shipment to London under the association con- 
tract is to be conveyed by conference liners 
unless otherwise stipulated at time of contract. 
An amendment that shippers should have the 
right to ship in other bottoms, or else be en- 
titled to ship later, when freight by the usual 
lines is not available, was defeated by a nar- 
row majority, dealers insisting that if shippers 
desired unlimited time for fulfilling contracts, 
as might be possibly understood by the amend- 
ment, buyers on their part should have equal 
facilities in the matter of taking delivery. As 
a matter of fact the possibility implied by the 
amendment is very remote, shellac being choice 
freight, and anyway to guard against such a 
contingency it has been suggested to us that a 
clause similar to that in the jute contract 
might be inserted, whereby a seller may ship 
up to a fortnight late subject to a graduated 
scale of fines; this would protect both parties. 
The present contract is, so merchants here con- 
tend, entirely in favor of the shipper; the 
buyer of actual lac has to take a lot of things 
for granted, while as a contrast the speculators 
in the delivery market, who have no interest 
save in paying their losses, or more rarely tak- 
ing their profits, are looked after in the matter 
of weights by a system of verified tares, which 
beyond causing a lot of office work can serve 
no useful purpose whatever in the circum- 
stances. From a quite unbiased standpoint it 
appears to us that if shellac loses weight, as 
the c. i. f. contract with its provisions for one 
per cent. loss implies, surely average reweigh- 
ing should take place at stated periods, as is 
done in other articles. Some of the parcels in 
the market at present have been going round 
for years, and if it is possible that shellac can 
lose one per cent. in a couple of months by the 
time some of these lots go into consumption 
there will be nothing left at all. Another 
elause in the ec. i. f. contract reads ‘‘To be 
shipped in good free condition,’’ and here the 
buyer is absolutely in the hands of the shipper, 
as there is practically no means of telling 
whether this has been done or not. Taking it 
all around it would appear that the trade have 
good grounds for their grumbling, and it is not 
to be wondered at that they take steps to pro- 
tect themselves as far as possible. 

It is reported that drought in the central 
provinces will very seriously affect the bysacki 
crop, and this has caused a lot of bear cover- 
ing. Whether this will have any influence on 
the future of the market remains to he seen; 
some will have it that hard times will have 
the result of forcing the natives to go further 
into the jungle to get sticklac in order to pro- 
vide his equivalent for daily bread, the conse- 
quent increase in local stocks being a weak 
point, while others, equally insistive, contend 
that there won't be the sticklac to collect, as 
the drought will mean death to countless bil- 
lions of the ubiquitous insect who so obligingly 
pursues his pleasant ways for the benefit of 
humanity. However, in the meantime it ap- 
pears to us that whenever a trade demand 
springs up Calcutta manages to supply it, and 
hand us over a bit for ourselves in addition, as 
our again increasing stock witnesses. 


BERRIES, 
SLOE.—A materially increasing buy- 
ing movement has reduced spot stocks 
to such an extent as to bring about an 








uplift of 2c. in the quotation which 
has been revised to 14@l6c., as to 
quality and quantity. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—In view of efforts re- 
cently begun by curers in the produc- 
ing regions of Mexico to have the war- 
revenue export tax of $2 Mexican sil- 
ver per kilo, which became effective 
February 15, either removed altogeth- 
er or its collection withheld until this 
fall, no offers of the 1913-1914 crop of 
the Mexican whole beans have been 
made of late and no additional ship- 
ments of these beans or of the 1913-

can export tax is equivalent in ‘Ameri- | 
can gold to about 30@35c. per pound 
and, although none of the 1913-1914 crop 
Mexican beans or cuts have yet paid 
this tax, the expectation that it will 
be imposed on all future shipments has 


induced New York operators to with- 
draw tthe inside quotation of $3.85, 
which they formerly made for a few 
lots of the whole beans and to hold 
firmly for a minimum of $4 while ask- 
ing up to $5 for some brands. Local 
operators are still asking $3.12%@ 
3.37% for Mexican cuts. Extract mi ik- 
ers are buying a litthe more freely, but 
are inclined to await the outcome of 


the curers’ application to the Mexican 
Government for the elimination of the 
export tax or a postponement of its 
imposition before placing contracts 
with the New York operators for large 
lots. 

Bourbons are still being strongly 
maintained by New York operators as 
well as those in France, in consequence 
of the general belief that the export 
duty on Mexican beans will soon raise 
the cost of the cuts so greatly as to 
warrant a commensurate uplift in 
prices for ‘queues.’ The local mar- 
ket, however, is still relatively lower 
than abroad. Active purchasing oper- 
ations continue to be noted in Europe 
as a result of the recent elimination of 


the French import duty for beans 
raised in French colonies and a ma- 
terial lowering \of that hitherto im- 


posed on beans produced in countries 
and colonies other than France and its 
possessions. In Paris leading opera- 
tors are still asking 30 francs per kilo 
for “queues” and are occasionally ask- 
ing 32 francs for this variety, while 
quoting 34@36 francs per kilo for the 
so-called “heads and tails.” New York 
operators are becoming firmer in their 
views daily and are now asking $3.25 
@4 for their stocks of these beans.

slow in coming in. 

They show, however, that the tremendous 
output is still being kept up, and January was 
one of the record montl so far as produc- 
tion was concerned. » remarkable wells 
were brought in during the month that should 
suddenly swell the output, but it is noted that 
the gushers in the various fields which have 
been producing for several monts past are still 
keeping up their wonderful output 

January’s total production nearly reached 
7,750,000 barrels, and exceeded December's out- 
put by nearly 150,000 barrels. The shipmenis 
for January were 250,000 barrels and were 





















a substantial gain over December shipments. 

Field operations declined to a small extent 
in ail fields, but n snough change was noted 
to effect the general results, 

Stocks have increased, the total on January 
31 being 49,000,000 barrels. The Standard is 
still the only marketing concern that is stor- 
ing oil, 

Market conditions remain the same. The re 
ported advance last week for low grade oil 
from 40 cents to 45 cents in the valiey fields 
has been denied. The price of low grade oil 
is still 40 cents, but the market is strong and 
operators look for an advance within th ext 
two or three months. 

PRODUCTION AND SHIPMENTS 

Total output for January from all fields was 
8,737,916 barrels. This is a daily average of 
281,885 barrels. These figures conypare with 
the total output in December of 8,597,8 bar- 
rels, with a daily average of 277,348 barrels 
The largest production comes from the valiey 
fields, as usual, the Sunset-Midway alone pro 
ducing 4,149,482, ordinarily half the State's 
entire production, There was very little 
other change in the output of the other fields 
of the valley group. 

The Santa Maria field of the coast group 


shows another big decline, a loss of over 75,00U 


barrels. The southern fields about maintain 
their respective positions, 

It will be noted that the number of wells 
producing has largely increased during the 


month, The total number on January 31 was 
5,969, a gain of 181 over the previous month. 
It has been noted that Operators, especially in 
the valley fields, have been starting wells 
which for months past have been shut down, 
and this movement will no doubt continue as 
more favorable weather conditions obtain. 

The total shipments from the fields amount-

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Vaccine Virus. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 


praisers sustained the protest of R. F. 
Downing & Co., New York, against the 
collector's assessment of duty on an im- 
portation of vaccine virus classified as a 


medicinal preparation under paragraph 65, 
act of 1909, at 25 per cent, ad valorem. 
The claim of the importers was that free 


entry should have been accorded this ar- 
ticle. In the opinion written by General 
Appretser Brown it was held that Con- 
gress in the provision of the free list in 


the act of 1909, paragraph 704, intended to 
exempt from duty all sirums and vaccines 
which are used for the purpose of creating 
an immunity against disease. 


Oil of Almonds. 
The claim of Swayne, Hoyt & Co., San 
Francisco, Cal., that certzfin oil of almond 


is entitled to free entry under paragraphs 
639 and 536, tariff act of 1909, was sustained 
by the ard of United States General 
Appraisers. The oil was returned by the 
collector as “expressed oil’’ and assessed 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 3. The claim was sustained and 
the decision of the collector reversed. 













Carica Papaya. 


Drier juice of the carica papaya was 
held to be suftable as a drug advanced in 
value or condition, thereby sustaining the 
protest of C. H. Wyman & Co., St. Louis, 
Mo. The merchandise was invoiced as 
gum resin, which the appraiser returned 
is dried juice of the carica papaya, and 
it was classified as a medfcinal prepara- 
tion containing alcoho] under paragraph 
65, act of 1909, at 55 cents per pound. Claim 
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was for free entry as a crude drug or as 
a drug advanced in value or condition 
dutiable at the rate of 4c, per pound and 
10 per cent. ad valorem. According to the 
testimony no alcohol was used in the 
manufacture. Following a similar case, 
the board held ({t to be a drug advanced 
in value or condition dutiable under para- 
graph 20. 


Oxide of Iron. 


The decision of the collector was modi- 
fied in the case of C. J. Osborn Co., New 
York, who protested against the assess- 
ment of duty on an importation of oxide 
of iron which was returned as a pigment 
dutiable at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem. The claim was for duty at the 
rate of 15 cents per ton as crude ore un- 
der paragraph 117. The merchandise un- 
der consideration was not powdered and 
levigated, and therefore entitled to entry 
under paragraph 117. 





Medicinal Preparation. 


McKesson & Robbins, New York, were 
sustained in their protest regarding the 
assessment of duty on antipyrine, a medi- 
cinal preparation usually made with the 
use of alcohol. It was returned as a me- 
a&cinal preparation, alcoholic, at 55 cents 
per pound under paragraph 65, tariff act 
of 1909. In the testimony submitted it was 
shown that the merchandise in this case 
was made without the use of alcohol, and 
is therefore dutiable as a medicinal prep- 
aration at the rate of 2 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, paragraph 66. 


Articles. 


In a decision handed down by the Board 
of United States General Appralsers it 
was held that tubes of blown glass, which 
after importation are sold to manufactur- 
ers and in every instance cut to fit siphon 
bottles, are dutiable at the rate of 45 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 112, tar- 
iff act of 1897, as claimed in the protest by 
Knouth, Nachod & Kuhne. The tubes 
were returned by the collector at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 100 of 


Glass 


the same act. The merchandise was im- 
ported in 1906 and is therefore governed 
by the tariff of 1897. The testi{mony by 


the importers, and uncontradicted by the 
government, discloses that the merchan- 
dise is blown glass which cannot be used 
in the condition imported.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A re- 
port from Germany states that the 


quantities of sulphate of ammonia pro- 
duced in Germany were estimated to 
have been 500,000 metric tons in 1912, 
valued at $29,750,000, and 418,000 tons 
in 1911, valued at $23,324,000. Of this 
large quantity the German ammonia 
combination in Bochum disposed of 
about 390,000 tons in 1912, and about 
245,000 tons in 1911. In discussing the 
export trade of Germany it is stated 
that exports to the United States were 
5,629 tons out of a total of 75,000 tons.

Plenty of sulphate is manufactured lo- 
cally, and no doubt the farmers are 
having this point driven home to them.

in Germany. With the exception of the 
Macar and Biader company, which it 
is stated is a Franco-Spanish com- 
pany, no one up till now has under- 
taken any investigation work and it is 
only geological work that has been 
done. This company, however, has 
opened at Suria, near Barcelona, on the 
tiver Cardoner in the lower reaches, 
and not far from the famous deposits 
of rock salt of Cardoner, a pit 70 
meters deep at the bottom of which a 
gallery has been driven 30 meters long. 
This gallery cuts through a silvanite 
deposit (chloride of potash) and also 
carnallite. Besides this opening the 
company has drilled a number of holes, 
and when the results obtained by the 
company known there was a 
rush to make claims for land to work 
on. Besides the company referred to, 
a number of others have taken a lively 
interest in the discovery to the extent 
of securing land in case the suspected 
value of the deposit should be econ- 
firmed. One of these is said to be an 
American one, which, says the journal, 
has appeared on the scene for the pur- 
pose, if possible, of making America 
independent of the German Potash 
Syndicate, which they may have some 
difficulty in doing, however, if it is true 
that this syndicate has secured inter- 
ests which practically encircle all the 
territory suspected of containing any- 
thing like important deposits of min- 
eral potash.
